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Klinghoffer’s widow tells of hijacking ordeal- 

1 was forced to leave my husband at gunpoint’

NEW YORK. - Marilyn Klingfaof- 
fer. widow of slain Achille Laoro 
hostage Leon Klinghoffer, told a 
packed roomful of reporters here 
yesterday that the Palestinian hi- 
jackers of the ship put a machine gun 
to her bead in order to force her to 
leave her husband shortly before 
they executed him. 

Telling her story publicly for the 
first time, Mrs. Klinghoffer said, “I 
attempted to push my husband in his 
wheelchair in the direction of the 
staircase. The terrorists ordered me 
to leave him. 1 told them I couldn't 
leave him anc^begged them to let me 
stay with him. They responded by 
putting a machine gun to my head 
and ordered me up the stairs." 

Sometime later, Mrs. Klinghoffer 
said, she and other hostages who 
were being kept on the upper deck of 
the AchflJe Lauro heard two shots, 
but that at that point she did not 
attribute any special significance to 
them. “They had been shooting into 
the ceilings and the walls. How could 
it occur to me that it was my hus- 
band?" 

Later, when the, hostages were 
taken from the deck back down to 
the lounge where the}- had previous- 
ly been confined, Mrs. Klinghoffer 
tried desperately to find her hus- 
band. “Throughout the night I 
pleaded desperately with {the terror- 
ists) to be allowed to see my hus-

band, with no success at all." 

Mrs. Klinghoffer believed that her 
husband hadbeen taken to Lhe ships' 
hospital, but after the terrorists sur- 
rendered the ship, she discovered 
that they had never been there. “I 
was advised by the hospital staff to 
see the captain. The captain 
appeared to be waiting for rae when I 
readied the bridge. It was then that I 
learned of the fate of my husband." 

Asked about her behaviour in 
spitting in the hijackers' faces when 
she saw them in a police lineup two 
days later in Sicily, Klinghoffer said. 
“I was very, very angry. It was 
almost hard to control myself, and I 
didn't do a very good job. They 
looked at the floor. They never 
looked at me from the moment 1 
opened the door and entered the 
room.” 

Klinghoffer described the hijack- 
ers as. “coldblooded murderers, 
liars, and cowards," and added, “It 
now remains only for justice to be 
done.” Repeating earlier assurances 
that she will go to Italy to testify 
against the hijackers. Klinghoffer 
said, “It is essential that all of us 
become soldiers in the war against 
terrorism.” 

In a poignant conclusion to the 
press conference, Klinghoffer said. 
“I miss my husband dearly. We did 
everything together. I'm feeling 
strong that I can carry on and carry 
the message. But I want to get hack 
to my natural life.”

After allegedly shooting the two, 
the suspect was cornered on the roof 
of one of the absorption centre’s 
three buildings. He managed to 
evade police surrounding the centre 
and roadblocks set up around the 
region until 7:45 p.m. when police 
responded to a call from a resident of 
Rebov Nof about a prowler outside 
his home. The caller thought it was

Craxi resurrects his 5-party ca ,

Jordan's King Hussein and Prime 
Minister Zaid Rifai have urged PLO 
leader Yasser Arafat to clamp down 
on all armed elements acting in the 
name of his organization, reliable 
Jordanian sources reported yester- 
day. 

Arafat emerged in good spirits 
from a second day of meetings in 
Amman with Jordanian leaders 
yesterday. His optimism was in 
marked contrast to Jordanian press 
reports of the talks, which said mere- 
ly that the two sides had discussed 
recent events in the Middle East and 
that Jordan bad clarified its stand 
vis-a-vis the peace process. 

Arafat met yesterday with Rifai, 
having talked with Hussein at the 
royal palace on Monday evening. 

At a press conference following 
yesterday’s talks. Arafat called on 
Syrian President Hafez Assad to sign 
the February Jordan-PLO agree- 
ment and said without elaboration 
that the improved Jordan-Syria rela- 
tions would influence the PLO’s re- 
lations with Jordan. 

Arafat said that America was at 
war with the Palestinians, and he 


rejected U.S. conditions for talking 
with his organization. 

‘Tell them they can sell their 
qualifications to somebody else." he 
•said. “But I'm not buying them.” 

Hussein has said that" Palestinian 
terror attacks and Israeli reprisals 
have set back peace efforts, and said 
last week he would "reassess" his 
relations with the PLO. 

His statements fed speculation in 
the U.S. and Israel that the king 
might jettison the PLO and seek 
other Palestinian partners in the 
search for peace. . . 

“There wfll not be peace or stabil- 
ity in the region if they (the Amer- 
icans) decide to sidestep the PLO 
and the legitimate rights of the 
Palestinian people, in accordance 
with UN resolutions." Arafat said. 

“If they were able to achieve 
peace without us, they wouldn't 
have hesitated.” 

“I am ready to accept all United 
Nations resolutions.. .relevant to the 
Palestine question - all,” Arafat told 
the news conference jammed with 
western reporters. 

That would include General 
Assembly measures calling for a

Thatcher: Talks need outside support

LONDON. - British Premier Mar- 
garet Thatcher told Parliament 
yesterday that it was unrealistic to 
expect direct talks between Israel 
and the joint Jordanian-Palestinian 
delegation without “some 
framework of international sup- 
port." She was being questioned on 
her talks last week with President 
Reagan and Prime Minister Peres 
while in New York for the 40th 
anniversary of the UN. 

Thatcher regretted that the joint 
Jordanian-Palestinian delegation 
did not see British Foreign Secretary 
Sir Geoffrey Howe, but there were 
“very good reasons" for the can- 


cellation. The “understanding” 
upon which the meeting had been set 
up was not the statement the delega- 
tion members were prepared to 
make, she told MPs. 

One pro-Arab Labour MP, actor 
Andrew Faulds, asked her to con- 
demn Israel for its raid on PLO 
headquarters in Tunis, and the U.S. 
for intercepting the Egyptian plane 
canying the Palestinian hijackers. 

She responded that her govern- 
ment had already condemned the 
attack. But she went on to praise the 
U.S. , which she said was “folly justi- 
fied in attempting to bring those 
pirates to justice," she said. 



ROME (AP). - Premier-designate 
Betti no Craxi was reported yester- 
day to have won basic agreement to 
resurrect the five-party cabinet that 
collapsed after the Achille Lauro 
hijacking. 

After two rpunds of separate talks 
- with party leaders, Craxi scheduled a 

meeting- latex in the day with the 
heads of all five parties together. 

The centre-left coalition, Italy's 
44th since World War II, fell Octo- 
ber 17 amid a dispute over the re- 
lease of Mohammed Abbas, a PLO 
official accused of masterminding 
the hijacking of the Italian cruise 
liner.

First Pan Am flight due here tomorrow

TEL AVTV. - The Transport Minis- 
try yesterday granted Pan Am's re- 
quest to begin scheduled service 
here. The first flight is due to arrive 
tomorrow afternoon. 

Pan Am is charging $599 for a 
1 round-trip ticket to New York. El A1 
has already lowered its price to the 
same amount for the same route. 
The price bad been $719. 

The American airline will fly pas- 
sengers from Washington, D.C. and 
New Yoik to Paris where they will 


change aircraft before continuing on 
to Ben-Gurion Airport. 

El A1 officials point out that Pan 
Am and TWA (which also flies the 
Paris-Tel Aviv route) will be offering 
more flights on this route than El A1 
and Air France put together. 

Pan Am will be the third U.S. 
carrier to operate here, following 
TWA and Tower Air. It plans to 
have five flights a week. 

El A1 tried unsuccessfully to keep 
Pan Am from flying into Ben- 
Gurion Airport, or at least to restrict 
its activity.

2Jordan 
warplanes 
over Israel

Two Jordanian Air Force war- 
planes strayed into Israeli airspace 
over Lake Kinneret yesterday morn- 
ing and were fired on from Syrian 
territory as they returned to Jordan, 
a military source said. 

“The overflight was the result of 
pilot error and as soon as they real- 
ized their mistake they turned east- 
ward,” the source said. The aircraft 
bad left Israeli airspace on their way 
back to Jordan when an SA-7 
surface-to-air missile was fired at 
them from Syrian territory, the 
source said. Neither of the L T .S.- 
built F-5s was hit. 

The military source described the 
intrusion as “a local incident origi- 
nating From a mistake." adding that 
the planes had been monitored bv 
the IDF. 

A resident of Moshav Ramot. on 
the east shore of the lake, told The 
Jerusalem Post that he saw two war- 
planes. “definitely not Israeli." 
flying tow over the settlement at 9:30 
a.m. They came from the south, then 
turned sharply east, he said, express- 
ing concern that the Israeli Air Force 
had allowed the warplanes to pene- 
trate so far into Israel territory. 
(Moshav Ramot is over 20 
kilometres from the Jordanian bor- 
der.) He also noted that the geog- 
raphical features in the area, such as 
the Jordan River and Lake Kin- 
neret. are so outstanding that navi- 
gational errors are hardly credible. 

During their sortie the Jordanians 
flew over the main road on the east 
shore of the lake. Their course in- 
cluded the kibbutzim Tel Katzir, 
Ha'on and Ein Gev as well as 
Moshav Ramot and Eliad . 

Observers noted that the incident 
proved the reality of the danger of 
air attack from Jordanian territory. 
Israel has strongly opposed the U.S. 
Administration’s intention to up- 
grade the Jordanian Air Force by- 
supplying them with the latest F-16 
fighters. A majority in Congress is 
also opposed, and the administra- 
tion, awaiting developments in the 
Israel-Jordan peace process. last 
week shelved the proposal until next 
March. 

Two weeks ago. Syrian troops 
fired an SA-7 (Strela) missile at an 
Israel Air Force plane firing over the 
Golan. The plane was not hit. and 
Damascus later explained, via the 
UN. that a junior officer, acting on 
bis own. had launched the shoulder- 
fired missile. 


U.S. appoints 

key envoys for 
ME initiative

WASHINGTON. - In a move 
suggesting that the U.S. is about 
to step up its diplomatic activity 
in the Middle East, the State 
Department announced yester- 
day that Morris Draper, a veter- 
an specialist on the region, would 
replace Wal Cluverius as U.S. 
consul-general in Jerusalem. 

Cluverius will become a senior 
policy adviser to Assistant Secretary 
of State for Near Eastern Affairs 
Richard Murphy . Cluverius will be 
based in the Middle East, the depart- 
ment said. This will be the first time 
that Murphy has a full-time assistant 
based in the region beyond the di- 
plomatic personnel at the various 
American embassies. 

Cluverius is one of the U.S. gov- 
ernment's most knowledgeable ex- 
perts on the West Batik and Gaza. 
He was a senior adviser to former 
Middle East envoy Sol Linowitz dur- 
ing the Carter administration and 
probably knows more about the ear- 
lier negotiations involving “full 
autonomy" than any other LLS. offi- 
cial. 

Draper, a former assistant secret- 
ary. was a special U.S. envoy to 
Lebanon during the Israeli in\:ision 
in 1982.

Students Svon’t go back’ until 
reduced tuition is guaranteed

The National Union of Students 
last night rejected Prime Minister 
Peres's offer to negotiate over tui- 
tion fees if strike action is halted. 

In a stormy five-hour meeting, the 
students resolved to continue their 
strike until they were guaranteed 
that tuition fees would he reduced 
from SI. 150 to $900. 

“We will keep up the momentum 
until the government gives us what 
we want," a student spokesman said. 
“We can't rely on promises without 
substance.” 

If the strike continues beyond this 


week, students would he in danger of 
losing the whole first semester of the 
academic year, because fewer than 
the minimum permissible study- 
weeks would remain. The students 
said, therefore, that they would ask 
university administrations to be 
flexible. They pointed out that in 
past years, when faculty members 
have been on strike, students haw 
lost study time, but entire terms arc 
not affected.

Soviet sailor back 
on shore at U.S. port

- A Soviet sailor who was forced 
back to his ship twice after he 
apparently tried to defect was on 
U.S. soil Monday night, a State 
Department spokeswoman said 
yesterday. 

Miroslav Medvid, who had re- 
mained on his anchored Soviet ves- 
sel over the weekend as U.S. offi- 
cials sought to question him, was 
taken ashore after showing signs of 
illness, the spokeswoman said. 

“Medvid has been removed to a 
nearby U.S. government facility to 
recover," she said, adding that he 
would be interviewed “to determine 
his desire to return voluntarily to the 
Soviet Union. 

“Representatives of the Soviet 
Embassy have been allowed to 
accompany Medvid to the facility 
where he is resting ," she said. 


Woman kidnapped for 
2nd time in 18 months 

DUBLIN (Reuter). - The wife of a 
senior American Express executive 
in Dublin was kidnapped by an 
armed gang yesterday and held for 
ransom for the second time in 18 
months, police said. 

The gunmen, who burst into the 
home of Stewart Melville, Irish man- 
ager of the credit card firm's Dublin 
office, abducted his wife Susan and 
ordered him to collect travellers* 
cheques worth an estimated 100.000 
Irish pounds ($115,000). 

She was released unharmed in a 
Dublin suburb after the gang inter- 
cepted her husband and took the 
cheques before he reached a desig- 
nated handover point.

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Alignment sums up: 

Knesset has given green light for peace try

The Alignment resolved yester- 
day that the Knesset’s endorsement 
of Prime Minister Peres’s govern- 
ment statement of Monday, sum- 
ming up his talks in the U.S., gives a 
green light for the premier’s peace 
initiatives. 

A joint meeting of the Alignment 
Knesset faction and the Labour Par- 
ty's leadership bureau decided to 
give Peres every encouragement to 
promote peace negotiations with a 
joint Jordanian-Palestinian delega- 
tion and to buttress the peace with 
Egypt* 

The mood of the meeting was not 
one of satisfaction at the discomfi- 
ture of the Likud leadership in Mon- 
day’s Knesset debate. The stress was 


on the challenges still to be faced in 
order to get a peace initiative mov- 
ing. 

Peres said the fact that Israel’s 
relations with the U.S. were now at a 
peak did not mean that Israel could 
neglect its ties with Europe and with 
the Third World. 

"When I attended the last meeting 
of the Socialist International in 
Vienna. J found that Europe and the 
Third World are ready to listen to 
Israel’s positions with a willing ear," 
Peres said. 

He said that in the U.S. he en- 
countered a readiness to work for 
immi gration from the Soviet Union 
and Ethiopia in the White House, 
the Senate, and the media. “We 
have many friends there.” be said.

Peres 
and Bar-Lev several times stressed 
that the Alignment should not yet 
count its chickens since there were 
none ready to hatch.

15 per cent levy on hard currency for investment 


Israelis who. purchase foreign cur- 
rency in order to invest in foreign 
companies or in foreign assets will be 
required to pay a 15 per cent levy, 
under an amendment to the Levy on 
Imported Services Law that passed 
its first reading in the Knesset yester- 
day. 

Deputy Finance Minister Adiel 
Amorai said that once such would- 
be investors get the required permit 
from the controller of foreign cur- 
rency in the Bank of Israel, the bank 
would sell them the foreign currency 
at the regular exchange rate. 


Axnorai said that there is no essen- 
tial difference between foreign cur- 
rency purchased to import goods or 
services', and that purchased for in- 
vestment. 

The amendment also extends the 
validity of the original law, which 
expires next month, until March 31, 
1987. 

Amoral said that the levy applies 
only to foreign currency bought with 
shekels. 

Yitzhak Artzi (Alignment- 
Independent Liberals) thought it 


short-sighted of the law to impose 
the levy on people who buy German 
marks in order to qualify for German 
pensions, or for higher pensions. 

He said that eventually the money 
would come back to Israel, and 
would be convened into shekels - 

Amorai replied: That's the prob- 
lem. It will come back eventually, 
but the Bank of Israel is selling the 
foreign currency immediately.

Tenured workers to be placed last on welfare list

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
So many ineligible applicants have joined the 
flood of people requesting welfare payments that 
the National Insurance Institute intends to stop 
processing applications by tenured workers. In the 
meantime, the Nil is stalling such applications by 
assigning them the lowest priority. 

"Everyone entitled to receive an income sup- 
plement will get one,” NH Director-General 
Nlsshn Baruch told The Jerusalem Post. "But 
there are people who need more of our help - and 
sooner - than others. Tenured workers with a 
steady income are not in that category.” 

Baruch said those with the highest priority for 
welfare payments are day workers, jobless per- 
sons whose eligibility for unemployment com- 
pensation has ran out, persons considered to be 
unemployable and others whose guaranteed in- 
come is often their sole support. 

The Nil has been forced to resort to a priority 


system for “purely logistical reasons,” said 
Baruch. “We have been inundated with applica- 
tions this month (almost 7,000), about half of 
which are being submitted by people who are not 
in the neediest categories. Precisely for this 
reason, well over 40 per cent of these better-off 
applicants are rejected anyway.” 

Baruch explained that part of the surge in 
applications is due to -a misunderstanding of 
eligibility requirements. “Those who qualify must 
have a gross family income below the threshold for 
their particular category. Too many applicants 
think the cut-off applies only to the husband’s net 
income,” he said. 

For example, last month’s guaranteed-income 
level for a childless couple was IS480.000, repre- 
senting the gross income of husband and wife. 

“Another important thing the better-off appli- 
cants don't realize.” Baruch continuted, "is that a 
person is not allowed to own or to operate a car 
while receiving a guaranteed-income supplement. 


Our computer gets a read-out from .'.v licensing 
bureau, so we know instantly whether an appli- 
cant owns a car or has not surrendered his vehicle 
registration to qualify.” 

Many would-be applicants withdraw upon 
learning they win have to give up their cars. 
Baruch related one case where an applicant bad 
sold his car, but not declared the sale for tax 
purposes. The government computers exchanged 
the information and the man is now in trouble with 
the tax authorities. "But we don’t need an ’Nil 
commando' like the tax people.” said Baruch. 
“Many of those who are unqualified for com- 
pensation will weed themselves out.” 

In the meantime, the Nil director has requested 
'an emergency meeting of the Nil board next week 
to consider stopping the processing of tenured 
workers* applications entirely. “The solution for 
the thousands of workers with low wages who are 
flooding our offices is not guaranteed income, but 
higher wages.” Baruch declared. 


Flattotobeheld 
in Milan for 
seven days

Former Knesset member Samuel

Flatto-Sharon met yesterday 
afternoon with Italian attorney 
Claude Lutacfai, who told him that 
be had been arrested - at Milan’s 
Linate Airport on Sunday afternoon 
- on the basis of the French extradi- 
tion request. 

In his absence, Flatto-Sharon was 
sentenced in 1979 by a French court 
on a charge of evading taxes amount- 
ing to $92 million. 

Nazi-hunters Serge and Beate 
KJarsfeld, meanwhile, stated yester- 
day that they had never met or 
spoken with Flatto-Sharon, and if 
approached, would refuse any con- 
tact. They also disclaimed any role of 
Flatto-Sharon in the attempt to ex- 
tradite Nazi war criminal Alois 
Brunner from Syria. 

If Flatto-Sharon is extradited to 
France, Serge Klarsfeld will be the 
attorney of die civil plaintiffs against 
him, the couple added. 

Flatto-Sharon’s aide Armon Loski 
said on Monday that Flatto-Sharon 
had been on his way to help in 
Brunner’s capture when arrested. 


Nine months 
injailfor 
killing kangaroo 


MELBOURNE (AP). - A teenage 
burglar who beat to death a pet 
kangaroo has been sentenced to nine 
months in jail for the attack, police 
confirmed yesterday. 

News of the killing, which took 
place in August, was published in 
Australian newspapers yesterday 
and confirmed by police in the tiny 
town of Swan Hill, 320 kilometres 
northwest of Melbourne. 

Police said Shane Norman Ely 
became annoyed when he stumbled 
onto the kangaroo during a burglary 
in the small settlement, and beat it to 
death. 

Police said Ely, 17, who also 
admitted 18 charges of theft and 
attempted burglary, was convicted 
and sentenced on September 4. 

The 15-year-old kangaroo, named 
Granny, was one of four tame kan- 
garoos r unning free at the settlement 
along with possums, peacocks and 
other animals. "She was a real chil- 
dren’s favourite. People loved hav- 
ing their photographs taken with 
her.” a caretaker said. 

Swan Hill Magistrate John Pre- 
snell described the crime as "odious 
and obnoxious" when he sentenced 
Ely to nine months in jail for aggra- 
vated cruelty, plus 19 months for 
burglary.

Plan to build power plant at garbage dump

Planning is under way for a methane- 
fuelied power plant at the Hiriya 
garbage dump. The plant would 
■~apply half a per cent of the electric- 
ity used in Israel, according to Ener- 
gy Ministry chief scientist Pinehas 
Gluckstern. 

The dump is near the junction of 
the Jercsaiem-Tel Aviv and Petah 
i ikva-Ashucd highways. 

Arye Krc-mer. chairman of the 
Dan Region Union for Sanitation 
and Waste Disposal (responsible for 
Tel Aviv. Ramat Gan, Giiatayim.

The reason for the dclay-bas been 
the extremely large number of 
coupons sold - far above the ex- 
pectations of Mifal Hapayis, the 
organization that operates the 
national lotteries. By yesterday 
afternoon, despite all the prepara- 
tions it had made, the organization 
had only processed about half the 
coupons. 

Earlier. Mifal Hapayis had had to 
prim extra coupons and send them to 


its cog tractors and subcontractors. 
Some of the vendors remained open 
most of Monday night just to process 
the great number of tickets. 

According to Lotto rules, each 
coupon has to be microfilmed, after 
which the coupons and microfilms 
are put in separate safes. These are 
checked with the winning coupon 
.when the winner comes to claim his 
money. 

The Lotto and its high first prize 
continued to be the talk of the town 
yesterday. People told whoever was 
willing to listen about their fantasies 
and plans for spending the prize 
money if they won. Other partici- 
pants offered explanations ranging 
from lucky combinations of numbers 
to clues provided by dead relatives 
who bad appeared in dreams to 
justify their certainty of winning. 


Pope sees better ties with Jews, 
urges wiping out anti-Semitism 


VATICAN CITY (AP). - Pope 
John Paul II has urged continued 
and growing understanding between 
Roman Catholics and Jews, and de- 
nounced the ‘ugly” spectre of anti- 
Semitism. 

Addressing c session of the Inter- 
national Committee of Cooperation 
between the Cathciic Church and 
Judaism on Monday, the pontiff saicT 
the two monotheistic religions “real- 
ly have made much headway in our 
relation:." 

‘Anti-Semitism in its ugly r.na 
sometimes violent manifestations 
should be emipletely eradicated, 
be said. "Better still a positive view 
of each of our religions, with due 
respect foi the identity of each, will 
surely emerge, as is already the case 


in so many places.” 

He recalled that in 1965. the 
Second Vatican Council asserted the 
Roman Catholic Church's “spiritual 
link between herself and Abraham’s 
stock.” and he added, “I am happy 
to reaffirm the commitment of the 
Catholic Church to this relationship 
and dialogue with the Jewish com- 
munity.” 

Yesterday, a top Vatican official 
indicated that formal diplomatic ties 
between toe Hofy See and Israel will 
have tc ar7sit peace in the Middle 
East. 

The Holy See has no diplomatic 
ties with Israel or Jordan. It has said 
the question of unsettled boundaries 
between the two countries is a major 
hurdle blocking formal recognition.

Many more 
suspec ts in 
housing fraud’ 

TEL AVTV. - Many more persons 
are suspected of having defrauded 
the needy of millions of shekels of 
mortgage money, the police repre- 
sentative told the Tel Aviv Magis- 
trates Court yesterday. 

One of the suspects, Edi Nagar, of 
Holon was remanded in custody 
yesterday for 10 days, and Ham dan 
Fawzi. of Jaffa, for seven days. A 
third suspect, attorney Tadeusz 
Tomachevsky, 79, also of Holon, 
was released on IS3 million bail cm 
Monday because of ill health. 

Most of those defrauded were 
needy women with many children 
and illiterates, the police representa- 
tive said. They signed fake contracts 
and gave Nagar their power of attor- 
ney. Using these documents, Nagar 
j allegedly got the mortgage money 
from banks. His guarantors were 
members of his family and frizzds. 

Some of those defrauded thought 
they were living in flats belonging to 
Nagar, for which they paid him rent, 
the court was told. 

The police representative also said 
that Fawzi was one of Nagar’s 
accomplices and had been an em- 
ployee of Halamish, tbe 
goverament-Tel Aviv bousing com- 
pany that helps the needy find a flat. 
He is suspected, among others, of 
receiving a bribe from a Halamish 
client in order to speed up the paper 
work involved in getting a loan. 

Health fund denies 
it plans to fire doctors

Tbe Histadrut’s Kupat Holiro Cla- 
iit health fund yesterday categorical- 
ly denied a report it is planning to 
fire some 300 of its 3.000 doctors as 
part of an austerity programme. 

Health fund spokesman David 
Tagar said tbe Veport, which 
appeared in an afternoon Hebrew 
daily, was totally unfounded. He did 
confirm, however, that "recurrent, 
intermittent shortages of some drugs 
do exist at Beilinson Hospital (a 
Kupat Holim facility) 

Tagar said the shortages are “tem- 
porary and not serious.” and 
ascribed them to the fund’s con- 
tinuipg budget crisis. The health 
fund expects the crisis to be greatly 
alleviated by the imminent passage 
of a bill to raise employers’ contribu- 
tions to the health funds.

Tiberias hotel spends $1.8m. to find peace

The Ganei Hamat Hotel in Tiber- 
ias has hopefully found peace at long 
last, but at a cost of some $1.8 
million.

Soccer star Sbirazi tells court: 

I got IS500.000 for giving 
my pistol to a gang of thieves 


NETANYA(Itim). - Soccer star 
Shlomo Shirazi yesterday told the 
Netanya Magistrates Court that he 
gave a gang of criminals his pistol to 
use in a robbery and got IS500.000 as 
his part of the loot. Shirazi was 
appearing as state’s witness in the 
trial of Raziel Amrani, of Even 
Yehuda, a member of the gang, who 
is charged with trafficking in drugs. 

Shirazi- a member of the Be tar 
Jerusalem team, was arrested on 
August 25 in a police raid on nine 
persons suspected of armed robbery 
and burglary in the Ramat Hasharon 
area, as well as of drag offences. He 
was immediately suspended from 
the national soccer squad, and 
tunied state’s witness. 

“I remember (another) robbery 
attempt in a flat in Givatayim where 


a roulette game was going on.” Shir- 
azi said under questioning. “1 was 
one of those who planned the rob- 
bery and was supposed to be one of 
the robbers'. I once gambled there 
and lost IS250.000.” he said. 

Shirazi also admitted having given 
the gang the key to his girlfriend's 
flat in Ra'anana so that they could 
break in. “I got a pistol for that.” he 
said. “I gave it to Rami Maimon 
(another member of the gang).” he 
said. 

Shirazi told the epurt that Amrani 
had suggested to him that while the 
national squad was training in Ger- 
many. he should buy a kilogram of 
heroin and smuggle it into Israel. 
But the deal never came off, he told 
tbe court during three and a half 
hours of questioning. 


Rape complainant disappears, 
so accused is acquitted. 


HAirA (Itim). - A 26-year-old 
Acre man accused two years ago of 
raping his girlfriend was cleared 
yesterday of all charges against him 
at the Haifa District Court after 
repeated attempts to find the woman 
to testify ended in failure. 

The three judges acquitted Avra- 
ham Azulai after a representative of 
the prosecution informed the court 
that it requested to withdraw the 
charges filed against Azulai in De- 
cember 1983. The representative ex- 
plained that efforts had failed to find 
the 28-year-old woman, allegedly 
the victim of several brutal rapes, 
attacks, and attempted sodomy. 

According to the charge sheet. 


Azulai had threatened the woman 
that he would beat up her six-year- 
old son and her younger sister if she 
were to report him to police. He also 
said, the prosecution claimed, that 
even if he were anested, others 
would find her and beat her. 

Azulai was alleged to have empha- 
sized his threat by putting out burn- 
ing cigarettes on the woman's body 
and raping her. He had also been 
charged with imprisoning the 
woman, and, on one occasion, hit- 
ting her and breaking two of her 
teeth while bolding a broken bottle 
and threatening to slash her face if 
she didn't allow him to have sex with 
her.

JOHANNESBURG (Reuusr). - 
Four blacks have died vioiexxzly in 
South Africa just before crucial by- 
elections which will give the govern- 
ment an indication of whether white 
voters back its tentative reforms in 
apartheid. 

Police headquarters in Pretoria 
reported murder, arson, stone- 
throwing and petrol-bombing over- 
night. 

The ruling National Party, which 
controls the five seats where by- 
elections take place today, faces 
strong challenges from both ultra- 
right and moderate opponents, and 
will anxiously be monitoring the ex- 


tent of backlash to cautious propos- 
als. 

Police said the charred body of a 
black woman was found in a burnt- - 
out car at Crossroads squatter camp 
near Cape Town. Earlier, police had 
briefly detained Dr. Ivan Toms, the 
head of Crossroads Clinic and an 
anti-apartheid campaigner. 

A black was stabbed ro death at 
Kwazakele township on the outskirts 1 
of the Eastern Cape dty of Port 
Elizabeth. 

In nearby Zwide, a black died 
when police fired shotguns at stone- 
throwers, while at Kwamashu near 
Durban a man was killed and 
another seriously injured in a petrol-

Sakharov’s wife said getting visa for West 


MOSCOW. - Yelena Bonner, wife 
of banished Russian physicist 
Andrei Sakharov, has been given 
permission to leave the Soviet Union 
for medical treatment. Soviet jour- 
nalist Viktor Louis said yesterday. 

Louis, who has previously acted as 
a conduit for official information in 
the Sakharov case, said Bonner. 62, 
had been told two days ago she could 
go to the country of her choice for 
treatment for a serious eye ailment 
which . she says, could rob her of her 
sight. 

■ “It's not a one-way ticket,” Louis 
said. “She is still serving her term of 
exile. She is expected back." 

Louis said he did not know where 
die would go though he expected it 
would be the U.S., where her chil- 
dren by a previous marriage live. 

Sakharov. 64, who was exiled to 
the closed dty of Gorky in 1980, 
staged a hunger strike last year to 
protest against the authorities' refus- 
al ro let his wife leave. 

In the 1970s, she twice went to 



Italy for treatment. 

Bonner was herself exiled in May 
last year on charges of anti-state 
slander. 

Since then, the authorities have 
allowed little information to reach 
the West on the state of the couple. 

Diplomats said it appeared the 
Kremlin had dedded to make a 
concession in the Sakharov case be- 
fore next month's Geneva summit 
between Mikhail Gorbachev and 
President Reagan. 

Soviet offidals declined to com- 
ment on whether she would receive a 


visa.

60 Soviet soldiers said killed 


in Afghan guerrilla attacks 


ISLAMABAD (AP). - Soviet war- 
planes bombed parts of Afghanis- 
• tan's strategic Panjsher Valley in 
support of ground forces locked in 
battle with Islamic guerrillas, west- 
ern diplomatic sources said yester- 
day. 

The sources said reports from 
Afghanistan indicated that 60 to 70 
Soviet soldiers were killed or wound- 
ed earlier this month in guerrilla 
attacks on the towns of Anawa and 
Rokha. 

Soviet commanders called in air 
support, and jets bombed areas 
around the towns and elsewhere, the 
sources said. 

Guerrilla forces also launched a 
series of rocket attacks against the 
Afghan capital of Kabul and battled 
Soviet and Afghan troops in the 
countryside around the city, rhe 


sources said. 

Meanwhile, up to 100 Afghan 
army soldiers mutinied in the west- 
ern city of Kandahar, killed four of 
their officers and deserted to the 
insurgents, who control large parts 
of the city and the surrounding area, 
they said. 

There is frequent fighting in the 
city, and the government has lost 
ground in recent months and had to 
pull back in some areas, the sources 
said. 

They said the latest information 
indicated that the Panjsher fighting 
had tapered off with the onset of 
winter. The guerrilla attacks 
appeared to have taken place about 
two weeks ago, and the attackers 
apparently suffered some losses be- 
fore retreating to the shelter of near- 
by side valleys, they said. 


In message from six world leaders: 


U.S. and Soviet Union urged 
to consider major arms cuts 


WASHINGTON. - While a group 
of six leaders from European and 
non-aligned states have urged Presi- 
dent Reagan and Soviet leader 
Mikhail Gorbachev to prepare for 
major cuts in nuclear arms at next 
month's Geneva summit-, the Soviet 
Union has offered to halt construc- 
tion of a controversial radar system. 

The group of six was formed last 
January in New Delhi by Prime 
Ministers Rajiv Gandhi of India, 
Andreas Papandreou of Greece and 
Olof Palme of Sweden and Presi- 
dents Miguel de la Madrid of Mex- 
ico, Julius Nyerere of Tanzania and 
Raul Alfonsin of Argentina. 

A joint message from the six lead- 
ers, reported yesterday by the offi- 
cial Soviet news agency Tass, called 
on both superpowers to agree to a 
one-year nuclear test ban as a start to 
achieving substantial reductions in 


nuclear forces. 

“Your meeting offers a historic 
opportunity to step boldly out of the 
vicious circle of the escalating arms 
race," Tass quoted the message as 
saying. 

The Soviet Union, meanwhile, 
offered to halt construction on a 
radar that Reagan has called illegal, 
provided that the U.S. drops plans to 
modernize early-warning radars in 
Britain and Greenland, U.S. admi- 
nistration offidals said yesterday. 

The offer, through diplomatic 
channels, is getting a sceptical reac- 
tion in Washington. It is viewed as an 
effort to stop a key U.S. programme 
for improving defences against nuc- 
lear attack by extending warning 
time. 

“They have made us an offer we 
can refuse,” said one U.S. official. 
(Reuter, AP) 


CMd-smugglers jailed for letting 4 drown 


HONGKONG (Reuter). - Three smugglers who left drowning children 
struggling and screaming in the sea after they were tossed from a speedboat 
carrying them to Hongkong from China have been jailed for 15 years. 

The smugglers, known as “snake heads," were Tunning 24 children into the 
British colony last year to join their parents when tife speedboat carry ing 
them collided with a patrol launch that was giving chase. 

Seven children were thrown into the sea .and four, two aged nine and two 
aged 12, drowned. 

In passing sentence, a judged called the smugglers “disgraceful and 
disgusting'’ and said he doubted if they could be described as human after 
ignoring cries for help from drowning children.. 


Two on trial for spying on U.S. bases in Bavaria 


MUNICH (Reuter). - Two alleged 
West German Red Army faction 
terrorists went on trial in Munich 
yesterday charged with spying on 
U.S. military bases and other targets 
for possible attack by their group. 


Barbara Erast and Volker Staub, 
both 30, are accused of having taken 
photographs and drafted plans of 
U.S. bases and residential quarters 
in West Germany, including a U.S., 
Army barracks in Bavaria. 


Taiwan gives $lm. 
to Chinese defector 


TAIPEI (Reuter). - A defector who 
had earned $43 a month as a pilot in 
the Chinese Air Force yesterday 
became a millionaire. 

Xiao Tienrun, 33, who crash- 
landed his bomber in a South Ko- 
rean rice field in August, was given 
3,000 taels (94 kilograms) of gold 
worth Sl.l million at a ceremony in 
Taipei. 

He was also commissioned as a 
Lieutenant-Colonel in the national- 
ist air force by Gen. Hau Pei-Tsun, 
Taiwan's chief of general staff. 

South Korea allowed Xiao to seek 
political asylum in Taiwan. The 
plane's radio operator asked to go 
back to China and returned last 
month carrying the ashes of the 
navigator, who was killed in the 
crash-landing. 

Xiao, who said he received a 
monthly wage of 130 yuan ($43) in 
the Chinese Air Force, said he had 
no immediate plans for what to do 
with the money, but he was thinking 
of buying a car. 


Hindu leader killed 
by Sikh extremists 


AMRITSAR, (AP). - Two Sikh 
youths shot and killed a prominent 
Hindu member of Prime Minister 
Rajiv Gandhi's Congress Party 
yesterday outside this holy dty and 
then escaped on the victim's scooter, 
police said. 

Amritsar district police chief 
Sudarshan Lekhi said Yash Pal was 
travelling to the town of Tarn Taran, 
40 kilometres south of here, when he 
was shot dead on the highway. 

Pal is the third prominent Con- 
gressman to be shot since a new 
Punjab state government led by Sikh 
moderates was installed in office late 
last month. 


Moslem priest jailed for 
subversion in Indonesia 


JAKARTA (AP). - A Jakarta dis- 
trict court has sentenced a Moslem 
priest to 20 years in prison on a 
subversion charge, the official 
Antara news agency reported yester- 
day. 

Judge Mansyur Idris said Monday 
that Yayan Hendrayana, 35, was 
guilty of anti-government sermons 
that the judge said indted riots in 
Jakarta on September 12, 1984. 
Some 30 people (tied in the unrest.

West German play about ‘rich Jew 5 causes stir 


FRANKFURT (AP). - Rainer Fass- 
binder’s play about a “rich Jew” land 
speculator, which premiers tomor- 
row, has touched raw nerves in a 
nation still haunted by the Holocaust 
40 years after World War n. 

Frankfurt's liberal Free Demo- 
crats, Christian church representa- 
tives and Jews plan street protests- 
outside the playhouse. 

Der Afttell, die StatU und der Tod 
(Garbage, the City and Death), by 
the late controversial Fassbinder, 
portrays a predatory Jewish real 
estate speculator in Frankfurt in the 
1970s. The main character who has 
no name, is known as “the rich Jew." 

The ■‘rich Jew” buys old houses, 
tears them down and sells the prop- 
erty for highrises. At the end of the 
play, he kills a prostitute with whom 


he had an affair. 

Ignatz Bubis, a Frankfurt Jewish 
community leader and real-estate 
developer, told Stem magazine toe 
play was objectionable because “it 
gives the rich Jew no name, and so 
presents him as an ... anonymous 
prototype." 

Public uproar centres. on a four- 
minute monologue by a fringe char- 
acter. “Hans von Glueck,” a tenant 
affected by the buyouts. Glueck says 
in part: 

“He sucks us dry. The Jew. He 
drinks our blood and puts us in the 
wrong because he's a Jew and we 
carry the blame. ... If he had stayed 
where he came from, or if we had 
gassed him. I could sleep better 
today.” .- 

Jewish organizations, mainstream 


politicians and church leaders have 
denounced the play as anti-Semitic. 

After furious debate, the Frank- 
fort City Council this month passed a 
resolution saying Fassbinder's wojk 
is suited to awaken anti-Semitism 
and promote it." 

But Frankfort judicial authorities 
rejected a Jewish association’s court 
action to block the premiere, dismis- 
sing arguments the play would incite 
racial hatred and adding that art 
should not be censored.

Fassbinder, who died in 1982 at 
age 36 from an apparent overdose of 
drugs and alcohol, was one of post- 
war Germany's most critically 
acclaimed film directors and play- 
wrights.

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A CHEMICAL previously identi- 
fied in the human. brain has been 
found to be the most potent appetite 
stimulant known and researchers say 
it could play a critical role in overeat- 
ing and other disorders. 

When the chemical was injected 
into the brains of rats, they began 
overeating within minutes and by the 
third day were eating more than 
twice what they would normally con- 
sume, says Sarah Leibowitz. a 
neurobiologist at the Rockefeller 
University in New York. 

The rats' daily weight gain was 
more than four times their normal 
gain during 10 days of testing, 
according to Leibowitz and Glenn 
Stanley, a researcher in her labora- 
tory. 

Leibowitz reported the findings at 
a recent meeting of the Society for 

Neuroscience. 

Leibowitz says the substance, cal- 
led neuropeptide Y, could be re- 
sponsible for the binge-eating 
attacks experienced by people with 
the eating disorder bulimia, and for 
occasional overeating in normal in- 
dividuals. 

In patients with anorexia, who fail 
to eat, neuropeptide Y could cause 
the periodic, erratic binges that have 
been observed, she said. 

Scientists say 5 per cent of Amer- 
icans, mainly young women, suffer 
from bulimia or anorexia, both of 
which can be fatal .

Researchers believe that in nor- 
mal rats, it builds up before the first 
meal of the day and presumably 
helps ensure that the rats get adequ- 
ate nutrition at that meal. • 

Leibowitz believes that 
neuropeptide Y also builds up in 
humans during the night and partly 
governs their appetite in the morn- 
ing. 

The chemical is one of perhaps 
dozens of naturally occurring subst- 
ances that either suppress or stimu- 
late appetite, she says. One of the 
first of those to be discovered was 
cholecystokinin, or CCK, a powerful 
appetite suppressant. 

Ten years ago. James Gibbs and 
Gerard Smith of New York 
Hospital-Comell Medical Centre 
discovered that CCK in the intestine 


was a potent appetite suppressant, 
triggering a search by drug com- 
panies for a new diet drug. 

CCK itself cannot be given as a 
diet pill, because it is broken down in 
the digestive tract, Leibowitz says. 
But drug makers hope to develop a 
chemically similar drug that is not 
broken down, she says. 

Whether CCK actually produces a 
feeling of fullness, or somehow dis- 
turbs the digestive system ro reduce 
appetite, remains open to debate, 
researchers said . But in a symposium 
Monday, researchers said it now 
appears that CCK also acts directly 
in the brain- as an appetite suppres- 
sant. 

BOTH CCK and neuropeptide Y 
are believed by some researchers, 
among them Leibowitz and Bartley 
Hoebel of Princeton University, to 
act on a portion of the brain called 
the paraventricular nucleus, located 


in the hypothalamus.- a structure at 
the base of the brain that governs 
eating, drinking and certain hor- 
mones. 

Leibowitz and Stanley believe that 
neuropeptide Y works in concert 
with a substance called nore- 
pinephrine. The substances have 
previously been found to coexist in 
the human brain, and nore- 
pinephrine is also known to stimu- 
late carbohydrate cravings. 

It is one of the so-called neuro- 
transmitters that brain cdls use to 
communicate. Neuropeptide Y may 
also be a neurotransmitter. Leibo- 
witz says. 

Neuropeptide Y is too new to have 
been studied yet in humans, but 
researchers have found that nore- 
pinephrine is decreased in people 
with anorexia. That suggests that 
neuropeptide Y is also decreased, 
possibly explaining why people with 
anorexia don't eat. Leibowitz says. 

A further piece of this appetite 
control system was put into place by 
Richard Wurtman of the Mas- 
sachusetts Institute of Technology, 
Leibowitz says. 

He found that the consumption of 
carbohydrates - presumably under 
the influence of neuropeptide Y and 
norepinephrine - indirectly causes 
the production of yet another brain 
chemical called serotonin that turns 
off the manufacture of neuropeptide 
Y. thus turning off the carbohydrate 
craving. (Associated Press)

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RELATIONS BETWEEN the Jew-, 
ish and black communities of Los’ 
Angeles, long a model of inter-radal 
harmony- and political cooperation, 
have reached a new low in the wake 
of a speech by Louis Farrakhan, tbe 
>V militant Black Moslem minister. 

The most immediate victim may 
be the political ambition of Tom 
Bradley, the black mayor of Los 
Angeles, whose career so far owes a 
great deal to overwhelming Jewish 
support. 

Bradley, a Democrat, is expected 
to challenge Republican Governor 
George Deukmejian in next year's 
California elections, and he had 
counted heavily on Jewish money, 
organizational skill and votes to 
mount a successful campaign. 
According to a recent poll as well as 
soundings among community lead- 
ers and residents, Bradley's former, 
solid Jewish support is now close to 
rock bottom. 

In his previous three successful 
races for mayor and his one unsuc- 
&cessful try for the governorship, 
Bradley won around 80 per cent of 
the Jewish vote. Following the Far- 
rakhan affair, a poll conducted by 
the newspaper Israel Today showed 
that if the elections were held today, 
the predominantly Democratic Jew- 
ish electorate would cross party lines 
to . support, Bradley's Republican . 
opponent by a margin of three-to- 
one. 

Another Jewish newspaper, Herit- 
age , which has endorsed the mayor 
in the past, has publicly called for bis 
defeat. 

The initial disagreement between 
tbe city's black and Jewish leaders 
turned on how to handle the appear- 
ance by Farrakhan, whom both sides 
denounced for his vitriolic anti- 
| Semitism. In past speeches, the Mos- 
lem leader and self-admitted admir- 
er of Adolf Hitler has mixed appeals

Justifying a lapse

ASKED WHY he left the Roman 
Catholic ' Church, one man com- 
plained about “being condemned to 
hell for minor infractions of the 
rules." 

Too much ceremony, said 
another. Others complained: too 
strict a stance on birth control, too 
much rejection after divorce. Still 
others accused the church of disown- 
ing or rejecting them, rather than the 
other way around. 

And quite a few views could be 
summed up with one man’s com- 
ment: “I just quit going. O.K. I’m 
lazy, I guess." 

The responses are in the report of a 
national poll,/* Attitudes of Unchur- 
ched Americans toward the Roman 
Catholic Church," undertaken by a 

. Catholic evangelist organization that 

wanted to know why Catholics fall 
away and how they and other “un- 
churched’’ Americans might be re- 
trieved. 

The poll, conducted early this year 
by the Gallup organization, came up 
with relatively broad findings, for 
example: 

□ One-third of all Americans are 
“unchurched," attending church or 
synagogue less than twice a year, not 
counting special holidays. 

□ Among unchurched people with 
Catholic backgrounds, 35 per cent 
give the church's birth-control posi- 


tion as a reason to stay away, 22 per 
cent cite the church's staunch anti- 
abortion position and 21 per cent 
mention church use of money. 

THE MOST revealing part of the 
report, though, may well be the 
individual responses of fallen-away 
Catholics, who made up too small a 
portion of the overall sample for 
generalizations about categories. 

Catholic officials certainly would 
quarrel with the first man’s allega- 
tion that the church preaches 
damnation for trivial offences, and 
leaders might well disagree with con- 
tentions lying behind other stated 
reasons for leaving. But many of the 
responses seem instructive as well as 
striking. 

Here are some samples: 

“The Catholic Church is more like 
ceremony than belief. ’’ 

“The study of the Bible taught me 
different doctrines that they don't 
teach." 

“Disagreement with some of their 
teachings - they have too strong a 
belief that you are not going into the 
hereafter if yon are not a Catholic." 

“it was punched in me when I was 
younger and I didn’t like the attitude 
of the people." 

‘T don’t like the- way religion is 
used in the wrong way - in politics.” 
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“Boredom." 

“Hypocrisy.” 

“1 outgrew it." 

“Disagreements with the role of 
women in church, abortion, celibacy 
and premarital sex." 

“It’s terrible - they're materialis- 
tic, no worship, they don’t ever sing 
properly.” 

“Because I married outside the 
church, I was disowned by the 
church.” 

“Divorce separated me from the 
church.” 

“Because I married a divorced 
man, I was rejected from the 
church.” 

"They were ■ concerned about 
money more than human prob- 
lems.” 

“It didn’t suit my needs. They 
seem to have got far from the con- 
cept of how to live your life in a good 
way." 

“I because disillusioned with the 
formality of the church and the lack 
of personal attention given me.” 

“I just drifted away.” 

CATHOLICS DRIFTING away is a 
familiar problem for church leaders, 
despite the fact that the nation's 
largest denomination increased 
slightly last year to over 52 million. 

The sponsor of the poll, the Re- 
verend Ahnn Illig,' director of the 
National Catholic Evangelization 
Association of the Paulist Fathers, 
noted recently that declines in the 
number of priests have left the clergy 
less time to give parishioners person- 
al attention or seek out people to 
join - or rejoin — the church. 

However, despite rejections such 
as those shown in the poll, he said 
firework must be carried on by those 
with “the unique role of evangelists 
to go out there, beating the bushes, 
inviting people to come and sample 
this way of Hfe." 

The. poll results came from two 
separate, national, in-person sur- 
veys of a total of 3,050 adults during 
January, according to Gallup.

A RECORD of 30 arrests over 14 
years may not seem the ideal qual- 
ification for high office, but Irv 
Rubin would not wish for a better 
recommendation. 

Rubin was recently named the 
American leader of the Jewish De- 
fence League by Rabbi Meir 
Kahane, the founder of the militant 
organization. Tbe rabbi vacated the 
job. he said, to concentrate on his 
duties as a member of the Knesset 
and his other controversial activities 
in Israel. 

Rubin was bom in Canada, but 
has been a long-time California resi- 
dent. He became an instant disciple 
of Kahane when the latter spoke on a 
Los Angeles college campus 14 yean 
ago. 

In his first statement as national 
chairman. Rubin promised to step 
up his confrontational tactics, which 
earned him his arrest record, and to 
scourge both “neo-Nazis” and the 
“soft” Jewish establishment. 

“My first priority.” Rubin told the 
press, “will be to teach every Jew 
self-defence” through free classes in 
the martial arts and weapon hand- 
ling. So-called “sympathetic gen- 
tiles” will be allowed to attend the 
classes as well. 

When not in the streets, Rubin is 
frequently found in the law courts. 
In a drawn-out case, Rubin is suing 
the dty of Los Angeles, charging 
that the police department infil- 
trated an agent provocateur into his 
ranks. 

In a highly unusual decision, tbe 


case was dismissed by a Superior 
Court judge on the grounds that a 
trial would force disclosure of sensi- 
tive national and international law 
en forcemeat secrets and jeopardize 
national security. 

The dismissal is now being 
appealed by Rubin, with the aid of 
the American Civil Liberties Union.

3cth of these unaudited reports 
were prepared under the new 
accoun ting rules governed by Advis- 
or, Opinion No. 36 of the Israel 
Ins-JiUte of Certified Accountants. 
Because of this no comparison was 
made with the results achieved in the 
equivalent period last year, as is 


normal practice. 

In the accompanying notes from 
the managers’ of IDBD, a basic list 
of the conglomerate's main invest- 
ments is presented. These total 
IS397m. and indude 61% of Dis- 
count Investment Corporation, 32% 
of Gal (Israel) and 87% of PEC 
Israel Economic Corp. These com- 
panies' investments are spread 
throughout almost every main 
branch of the economy. 

The’, management further points 
out that the conglomerated results of 
all these companies, which between 
them combine into EDBD’s profits, 
were affected by the difficulties en- 
countered in both the local and fore- 
ign markets. 

The spread of investments 
brought positive results despite the 
situation that existed in the eco- 
nomy.

South African debt position 
Improved before moratorium 


BASLE (Reuter). - South Africa's 
financial standing with the big banks 
was actually improving in the 
months before it slapped a four- 
month moratorium on most debt 
repayments last August, figures re- 
leased this week snowed. 

Tiie Bank for International Settle- 
ments (BIS) said South African de- 
posits at major commercial banks 
rose about $400 million to $2 billion 
in the second quarter of 1985, while 
loans were scaled down by about 
Si/VVm. to $16.5 billion. 

The BIS. which monitors interna- 
tional financial flows for central 
banks, did not explain the develop- 
msr.is. 


Creditor bankers who met South 
African representatives in London 
last Wednesday reaffirmed the belief 
that the country’s main problem was 
one of immediate liquidity, rather 
than fundamental indebtedness, a 
spokesman for Swiss mediator Fritz 
Leutwiier said after the talks. 

The two sides will continue 
attempts to reschedule the country's 
debts at a second session on Novem- 
ber 26. 

South Africa declared in August 
that it was freezing most debt repay- 
ments until the end of the year as 
part of a series of crisis measures 
triggered by the cancelling of credit 
lines by a number of U.S. banks. 


World tin community in serious crisis 


LONDON (Reuter). - World tin 
market activity remained at a stand- 
still Monday for the third consecu- 
tive trading day, as dealers and offi- 
cial wrestled with a multi-million 
doiiur crisis which has taken the 
market to the brink of collapse. 

Mike Brown, chief executive of. 
the London Metal Exchange, the 
world’s leading forum for metals 
trading, said that the suspension of 
trading announced last Thursday 
wifi continue at least until tomorrow. 

This was to allow members of the 
international tin community thjbe to 
find a way out of the present upheav- 
al. 


The exchange's usually bustling 
tin market fell silent last Thursday, 
when trading was halted after Pieter 
de Konlng, who buys and sells tin on 
behalf cf the International Tin 
Council, announced that he had run 
out of money to support prices. 

Trading in Koala Lumpur, the 
other main tin dealing centre, has 
also been suspended. 

The decision to halt trading was 
taken after prices had tumbled to a 
34-month low of £8,140 ($11,600) 
per metric ton in early trading last 
Thursday, well below the target 
floor price of £8,500 ($12,100) which 
the International Tin Council seeks 
to defend.

Japan’s first Stol plane passes flight test 


TOKYO (Reuter). — Japan’s first 
short take-off and landing commer- 
cial airliner made its madden test 
flight yesterday after taking nine 
years to develop at a cost of nearly 
$134 miltion. 

The plane, named Asuka, took off 
from an air force base at Gifu, cen- 
tral Japan, and returned after a 40- 
mioute flight, a project team spokes- 
man said.- 


The National Aerospace Labora- 
tory of the Science and Technology 
Agency developed and built the 
plane jointly with Kawasaki Heavy 
Industries. 

The four-engine aircraft, big 
enough to carry about 90 people, will 
require only a 700-metre runway, 
half the length needed for a conven- 
tional plane of the same size.

Blizzards cut off 4,000 . 
herdsmen in Tibet 

PEKING (Reuter). - Blizzards 
sweeping northern Tibet have trap- 
ped more than 4.000 herdsmen and 
400,000 animals. The Peoples Daily 
reported yesterday. 

The overseas edition of the paper 
said the army and air force had been 
mobilized to airlift fuel, food and 
animal fodder into areas hit by un- 
usually early winter storms which 
began October 17. 

Early snowfalls in western China 
have trapped more than 800 herds- 
men and 90,000 cattle in the moun- 
- tains north of Tibet.

Yoimg architects 
see their projects 
go up in Lego blocks 

GHENT, Belgium (AP). - Lego, 
foe Danish company responsible for 
the colourful plastic toy bricks that 
have kept millions busy since 1932. 
has come to the aid of young 
architects. Along with two Dutch art 
foundations. Lego has staged a show 
of 30 scale-model villas designed by 
promising European architects and 
made of 715,000 of its trademark 
fined building blocks. 

The show mixes the bizarre and 
the practical and has just completed 
a ten-day run here after drawing 
450.000 visitors in Paris' Pompidou 
Centre this summer. It will tour 
several European countries for at 
least two more years. 

“With the current depression in 
the European construction industry, 
many young architects have trouble 
finding opportunities of actually 
building something,” organizer 
Albert Roskam. of the Dutch Art 
Project Foundation said. 

‘*The nice thing about the show is 
that something is actually built here. 
Even if it is with a remarkable mate- 
rial and to scale, it is one step beyond 
the paper design.” 

The works show a diversity of 
styles, ranging from starkly linear 
modem designs to psychedelic crea- 
tions that defy categorization. 

Though the show’s content is de- 
batable, Roskam said, "the material 
makes it attractive to a large public. 
People don’t come for the 
architecture but for the (Lego) mate- 
rial.” 


Shares slump again

TEL AVIV. - The share market lost 
all semblance of stability yesterday 
and renewed its precipitate decline - 
despite hopes that this bad ended 
with the reversal of the trend late last 
week. 

The bond market was generally 
stable and Treasury bilk yields con- 
tinued to erode, with the weekly 
auction cornering IS 18 billion for the 
28-day bond, but the 56-day issue 
attracting barely ISlb. 

The abrupt turnabout in the for- 
tunes of the share market, after a few 
days of mild rises, seems to indicate 
that the trading community has writ- 
ten off the hoped-for impact of the 
pensioners' bank share money, 
which will be ready to hit the market 
tomorrow. Declining issues led 
advancing ones by 3 to 1 and the 
number of "sellers only" situations 
tripled compared to Sunday. 

Oil shares were the worst-hit 
group, presumably because of 
Naptha's announcement that its re- 
cent drilling had been abandoned as 
dry. Insurance and investment com- 
panies also lost over 3 % each, and 
no single sector produced a rise on 
the day. 

Buying pressure in the bond mar- 
ket is meeting willing sellers and 
prices are fairly stable. 

The Treasury bill auction passed 
fairly quietly.

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Peres still on course 

THE ROAD TO peace talks between Israel and a Jordanian- 
Palestinian delegation is still strewn with obstacles, but the 
diplomatic momentum generated by Premier Shimon Peres 
and King Hussein, has not been braked. The prospects remain 
unclear, but they are not, for the moment, displeasing. 

One Israeli condition for such talks is the exclusion of the 
terrorist PLO, and Yasser Arafat seems determined to force 
the king into showing him the door, even without formally 
scrapping the Amman agreement. Despite initial euphoric 
reports on this matter from the Jordanian capital, it appears 
that the Hashemite monarch and the PLO chief failed to patch 
up their differences during their meetings on Monday and 
yesterday. 

Arafat did not oblige Hussein by openly endorsing Resolu- 
tion 242 and recognizing Israel, nor did he forswear die use of 
terror. On the contrary, he ringingly reaffirmed his intention to 
continue waging “armed struggle" against Israel until he has 
secured his objectives. Plainly, Hussein cannot keep Arafat as a 
partner while allowing him to play both sides of the street. 

The dilemma that the PLO might theoretically have posed 
for Israel by seeming to have suddenly reformed itself, simply 
does not exist. 

Meantime, back in the Knesset, the government's internal 
opposition - the Likud - humiliatingly defeated itself in an 
attempted assault on Mr. Peres's peace strategy as outlined in 
his recent UN address. 

To vote no confidence in the premier would have meant 
bringing the government down, and losing the Likud's right to 
the premiership next October under the rotation agreement. 
To be sure, not all Herat leaders, especially not Ariel Sharon 
and David Levy, think as highly of the rotation as does Yitzhak 
Shamir, who is due to get back the prize himself. Liberal leader 
Yitzhak Moda'i may even be eager for new elections now, 
before Herut has time to go back on its “36 per cent” deal on 
Liberal representation in a fully merged Likud list. 

But Mr. Peres's exposition of his terms for peace talks, even 
though it did not fully meet Likud demands for “clarifications," 
could hardly be presented to the electorate as illegitimate, let 
alone as unpatriotic. Besides, there was no certainty that Mr. 
Peres would not be able to form an alternative, narrow-based 
Alignment-led administration. So the Likud deputies - all save 
one - bowed to the inevitable and raised their hands m support 
of the premier, whose refusal to shift his ground was thus fully 
vindicated. 

This led the morning after to vicious charges of lack of 
leadership by Mr. Levy against Mr. Shamir and a general 
feeling of frustration .within Likud ranks. But the votes had 
been counted, and they constituted a firm mandate for the 
premier to seek to translate his strategy into action. 

Reading the government's guidelines as written, Mr. Peres 
need have no compunction about inviting an international 
“accompaniment” for the peace talks, thus making it easier for 
Jordan to justify to fellow Arabs its decision to engage in direct 
negotiations with Israel. There is certainly no reason for him to 
reject such a symbolic “accompaniment' 1 in the case of Jordan, 
after Menachem Begin agreed to enter into peace talks with 
Anwar Sadat within the framework of a resumed Geneva 
Conference. 

Mr. Peres does not propose to grant foreign powers, even if 
they maintain diplomatic ties with Israel, the right to meddle in 
the actual conduct of negotiations, let alone to lay down the law 
to the parties directly concerned. But it is true that his views on 
the substance of a possible settlement are closer to, say, 
American opinion than are Mr. Levy’s or, for that matter, Mr. 
Shamir's. 

The premier has already made it dear that if talks indeed get 
underway he will offer autonomy as outlined in the Camp 
David accords- but not as later misconstrued by the Likud- as 
Israel's opening position: perhaps in the expectation that King 
Hussein himself might prefer to discuss an interim arrange- 
ment, which would not obligate him to put forward at once a bid 
for the recoveiy of all the territories, thus dooming the talks to 
sterility at the outset. 

But Mr. Peres will, presumably, make it dear at the outset 
that he conceives the autonomy as an interim arrangement 
indeed, and not, like the Likud, as a permanent solution in 
disguise. 

If the Likud, despite the Monday night vote, choose to break 
up the government so as to deny Mr. Peres the chance to launch 
peace talks on this basis — even if King Hussein accepts it — the 
responsibility for such an act of sabotage would rest wholly with 
them.

^ THE FEDERATION of 
Jewish Philanthropies, 
which raises funds for local 
Jewish needs in New York and for 
the United Jewish Appeal, is in the 
matchmaking business. It recently 
set np the first non-profit Jewish 
dating service in the city, and is now 
about to celebrate its first wedding. 
The couple who met through the 
device are a 28-year-old accountant 
from Long Island, and his bride-to- 
be, a 27-year-old Manhattan lawyer. 

So far, 450 singles have been inter- 
viewed by social workers at the ser- 
vice. which, is called Compatimates, 
and 350 of them are “actively dat- 
ing.” according to a report from New 
York.

The Spanish-born tenor, who emi- 
grated to Mexico as a child, said he 
hopes to raise more than $S million 
through concerts in large arenas to 
help rehouse some 200 families who 
lived in a block that collapsed in the 
quake, killing his uncle’s family. 

“I am asking every theatre in the 
world to give me one year's leave of 
absence, starting immediately," 
Domingo said. 

Domingo, one of the world's most 
acclaimed tenors, was due to start 
rehearsing the title role in Verdi's 
Otetto in London this month. He was 
also due to appear in a New York 
production of Carmen and a Vienna 
performance of La Gioconda.

Dry Bones 



IT WILL BE four weeks this 
weekend since seven Israeli vaca- 
tioners - three adults and four chil- 
dren - were gunned down in cold 
blood by a hate-crazed Egyptian 
soldier at Ras Burba in Sinai. 

Egypt's initial reaction — articu- 
lated by President Hosni Mubarak 
himself - was that this was a “small 
matter." And the promised inves- 
tigation of the tragedy, if this is being 
conducted at all, has yet to produce 
results that might constitute some 
reassessment of this early reaction. 

Meanwhile, the tightly controlled 
Egyptian press has been given free 
reign to publish several highly 
tendentious accounts of the incident, 
portraying the murderer as some- 
thing of a national hero. 

According io one such account, he 
was the survivor of an Israeli air raid 
on an Egyptian village during the 
war of attrition in 1970, when a 
bomb fell on his school, killing and 
wounding scores of his fellow pupils. 

Moreover, he had been goaded 
beyond endurance by the Israelis on 
the beach at Ras Burka, whose nud- 
ity and alleged disrespect not only 
towards himself but also towards his 
country had finally triggered his 
frenzied onslaught on the group of 
hikers malting for the fateful sand 
dune. 

Plans are now afoot, this report 
concluded, to erect a monument in 
his honour in his native village, while 
Egypt's lawyers - among the most 
virulent critics of their country's 
peace treaty with Israel - have 
pledged to provide him with the best 
possible defence. 

Nothing is being done in Egypt to 
restrain this kind of reporting, or 
even to correct the impression that is 
being not so subtly implanted among 
the Egyptian masses that blame for 
the tragedy, if any, lies not with the 
soldier but with bis victims - arro- 
gant Israelis who had trodden not

only on his own personal pride but 
also on the national pride of Egypt 
itself. 

And there is reason to fear that the 
official Egyptian report on the affair, 
if indeed it is ever made public, will 
do little to challenge this version and 
may even reinforce it. 

GIVEN the current political climate 
in Egypt it is perhaps understand- 
able, if not acceptable, that Mubar- 
ak should be loath to further im- 
peril his shaky domestic position by 
openly impugning the honour of this 
latest national hero and by being 
seen to “take the side” of the Israeli 
victims. But Jerusalem's self- 
imposed silence on the affair is neith- 
er understandable nor .acceptable. 

To date, apart from an initial 
carefully hedged protest at Mubar- 
ak's casual dismissal of the tragedy 
as “a small matter” and a polite 
demand for a thorough investiga- 
tion. Jerusalem has been careful to 
do or say nothing that might rock the 
boat' There has been no official 
criticism of the lack of urgency Cairo 
has displayed in investigating the 
affair, and no official protest at the 
outrageously distorted reporting of 
the incident in the Egyptian press. 

Even more disturbing, the fami- 
lies of the victims have been treated 
with what can only be described as 
official callousness. While they are 
receiving all the material compensa- 
tion and support due to victims of a 
hostile act. the families have been 
informed that, at the public level, 
theirs was being treated as “a private 
tragedy” which would be accorded 
none of the trappings of national 
mourning. No minister attended the 
funerals of their dead (with the sing- 
le exception of Justice Minister 
Moshe Nissim. discharging his nar- 
row ministerial duty at the fimeral of 
Judge Haman Shelah). To have 
done so, it would seem, would have

IT IS NOT difficult to divine the 
basically sound political logic behind 
the Israeli position: a desire to do 
nothing that might 'cause the peace 
with Egypt, cold and disappointing 
as it may be. to deteriorate further - 
particularly at the present delicate 
juncture in the relations between the 
two countries. It is very much the 
same kind of logic that has governed 
Prime Minister Peres's commend- 
able openness to an accommodation 
with the Egyptians on the grotesque- 
ly over-inflated Taba issue. 

But something, it would seem, has 
gone badly wrong with the logic 
here. 

In the case of Taba, those who 
favour a concession to the Egyptians 
see it as an acceptable political price 
to pay to help thaw relations with 
Cairo and give impetus to the mori- 
bund peace process. Moreover, they 
could legitimately argue, such an 
Israeli position would not necessari- 
ly be perceived in Egypt as a sign of 
“weakness” - as proponents of a 
tough line on Taba are claiming - bur 
rather as Israeli recognition of an 
unimpeachable Egyptian right, 
which. Cairo assumes, will be upheld 
in arbitration. Accordingly, Israel’s 
image in Egypt, to the extent tbat it 
is of any importance to the nature of 
the relationship between the two 
countries, is likely to be enhanced 
rather than diminished. 

In the case of Ras Burka, on the 
other hand, there is no indication 
that Israel's present “delicacy” on 
the subject is being met with any- 
thing like the same consideration by 
Egypt. 

Nor is it self-evident that a forth- 
right Israeli insistence on a satisfac- 
tory Egyptian accounting and assur-
